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C L E A R A N C E O F F L I G H T S 

Section 61.7110 o f the C i v i l A i r Regulations i s amended t o read 
as f o l l o w s : 

" 61.7110 Clearance of f l i g h t s . 

(a) On a l t e r n a t e routes. Clearance of f l i g h t s on a l t e r n a t e routes 
s h a l l not be permitted unless such route or routes have been approved 
and l i s t e d i n the a i r c a r r i e r operating c e r t i f i c a t e and co n d i t i o n s on 
the regular route are such t h a t the f l i g h t would otherwise be canceled 
or delayed, or when f o r the purpose of keeping p i l o t s q u a l i f i e d over 
such routes. When f l i g h t s are cleared over a l t e r n a t e routes due t o con­
d i t i o n s on the re g u l a r route being such t h a t f l i g h t i s considered inad­
v i s a b l e , the weather c o n d i t i o n s on the a l t e r n a t e route s h a l l be equal 
t o or b e t t e r than those l i s t e d i n the a i r c a r r i e r operating c e r t i f i c a t e 
f o r the p a r t i c u l a r a l t e r n a t e route. 

(b) From alternate a i r p o r t s . Clearance of f l i g h t s from an a l t e r ­
nate a i r p o r t over an unauthorized route t o an a i r p o r t on an authorized 
route s h a l l not be permitted unless the f l i g h t s can be made i n accord­
ance w i t h the p r o v i s i o n s of § 61, 200. " 
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
